2 that i f des i red, the doctor wherein said blade (8) has, at a distance from its point, 

3 part i cu l ar l y a plate-like dirt protector (43). 

1 4. (Currently amended) A spring doctor according to Claim 1 , character i zed i n 

2 that the wherein said blade (8) has, in the an immediate vicinity of the an attachment 

3 location of the blade holder, a bend (42), curve, or other similar shape. 
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1 5. (Currently amended) A spring doctor according to any of the above C l a i ms, 

2 character i zed i n that the Claim 1, wherein said blade (6) is a combination of a curved 

3 portion and an essentially straight portion. 

1 6. (Currently amended) A spring doctor according to any of the above C l a i ms, 

2 character i zed i n that the Claim 1, wherein a thickness of the said blade (6) varies over 

3 its length. 

1 7. (Currently amended) A spring doctor according to Claim 7, character i zed i n 

2 that the 6, wherein said blade (8) thins towards its point. 

1 8. (Currently amended) A spring doctor according to Claim 1 , character i zed i n 

2 that the wherein a number or orientation of the reinforcing fibres of the composite 

3 material of the said blade (8) vary varies in different parts of the said blade. 
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
